1 •  Social  Conditions. 

The  Urban  District  of  Sheringham  is  situated  on  the  North 
Coast  of  Norfolk,  facing  North.  It  is  bounded  by  the  Sea  on  the 
North  and  by  a  low  range  of  wooded  hills  which  fall  generally  for  a 
mile  from  the  South.  It  adjoins  the  Erpingliam  Rural  District 
on  three  sides, and  has  on  its  outskirts  such  picturesque  places  as  the 
Roman  Camp,  Pretty  Comer  and  the  village  of  Upper  Sheringham. 

During  the  Summer  months  visitors  in  abundance  resort  to 
Sheringham  for  the  bracing  air,  fine  sands,  golf  links  and  scenery. 

The  Population  is  composed  of  (l )  Fishermen,  (2)  those 
whose  business  it  is  to  let  rooms,  and  tradesmen,  and  (3)  a  constantly 
increasing  class  who  resort  to  Sheringham  for  its  natural  beauties, 
its  fine  golf  links  and  its  bracing  air.

(b)  Percentage  of  illegitimate  births.  -  5*9$;  a  very  much  lower 
figure  than  that  of  the  preceding  Year  -  9*5^. 

(c)  Live  Birth  Rate.  -  21  per  1 ,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
which  is  one  of  the  highest  rates  recorded  and  the  highest  since 
1947.  The  average  birth  rate  during  the  last  quinquennium  is 
16*5  per  1,000.  The  corrected  birth  rate  after  application  of  the 
comparability  factor  ( 1  • 27 ) ,  is  26,6  per  1,000;  The  corresponding 
figure  in  1957  was  22.9. 

(d)  Still  Births.  There  were  4  still-births,  two  males  and  two 
females.  All  were  legitimate.  The  Still-birth  rate  was  38  per  1 ,000 
live  and  still  births  as  against  23.2  in  1957. 

(e)  Infant  Deaths.  Two  deaths  of  children  under  one  Year  of  age  were 
recorded.  One  was  a  male  (legitimate);  the  other  a  female  (illegitimate). 

(f)  Infant  Mortality  Rates.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  1 , 000  live 
births  was  19.8  -  a  very  great  Improvement  on  the  preceding  Year's 
figure  of  47*6.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  the  very  fact 
that  the  number  of  infant  deaths  is  so  small,  its  relation  to  ratio 
of  1 ,000  live  births  makes  the  rate  subject  to  wide  variations. 

The  legitimate  infant  mortality  rate  was  10,5  per  1,000 
live  births,  while  the  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  was  16.6  per 
1,000  live  births. 

On^yone  of  the  two  infants  died  within  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was 
therefore  9*9»  as  compared  with  23*8  in  the  preceding  Year. 

(g)  The  Causes  of  Death. 


The  number  of  deaths  and  their  causes  as  recorded  by  the 
Registrar  General  are  shown  in  the  table  below. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  was  85  as  against  a  total  of 

61  in  1957. 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  11*7$  of  the  deaths;  heart  disease 
for  57*  6^; vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  for  8$,  and  respiratory- 
diseases  for  5*8$.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  mortality, 
congenital  malformations  or  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  apart  from  the  one  death 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis ,  no  death  from  infectious  conditions. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  18.3,  as 
compared  with  13*2  in  1957.  The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.89  per  1,000,  as 
against  8.5  in  1957. 

infectious  Diseases. 

(a)  There  were  only  two  diseases  notified  in  the  District  during  the  Year. 

One  was  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  an  adolescent  male;  the  other  of 
food  poisoning  in  an  infant  under  1  Year  of  age. 

This  remarkably  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  very  gratifying 
and  speaks  well  for  the  salubrity  of  the  District# 

(b)  Tuberculosis .  The  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  an  occurrence 
of  comparative  rarity  in  these  days.  As  against  this,  there  were  no  new 
cases  of  either  pulmonary  or  non— pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  were  it  not 
fci  the  influx  of  eight  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  from  other  areas, 
the  Tuberculosis  Register  would  have  shown  a  diminished  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  Year.  As  it  was  it  stood  as  follcws:-

takes  into  account  transfers  from  the  District  and  those  taken  off  as 
'’cured". 


(c)  Poliomyelitis.  No  new  cases  were  notified.  The  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
got  into  swing  during  the  Year,  although  difficulties  were  experienced 
through  initial  fears  and  preferences  for  one  type  of  vaccine  which  did 
not  happen  to  be  available  in  adequate  juantity.  The  third  done  was  also 
authorised  during  the  Year,

(c)  Poliomyelitis.-  (Continued), 

A  total  of  3,235  persons  in  the  Area  received  two  dcaes  of  vaccine 
during  the  Year,,  The  vast  majority  of  these  (2898)  were  infants  and 
children  of  school  age  up  to  the  age  of  15«  The  remainder  comprised  161 
adolescents  to  whom  the  vaccination  was  extended  during  the  Year;  105 
expectant  mothers,  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  their  families  298; 
Hospital  and  Ambulance  staff  44# 

In  addition  1,123  cases  who  had  received  two  injections  were  given 
their  third  dose  during  the  Year,  thus  the  programme  in  the  Area  involved 
some  7,593  injections  in  all, 

(d)  Smallpox  Vaccinations.  Figures  for  the  Area  show  a  slight  decrease  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  Year,  despite  the  higher  birth  rate.  This  was 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  polio  vaccination  programme  which  was  given  priority. 
Nevertheless,  239  primary  vaccinations  and  83  re-vaccinations  were  carried 
out  as  shown  in  the  following  table  i-

(e)  Immunisation.  -  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  in  most  cases  is  nowadays  given  in 
combination  with  a  vaccine  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus.  This  "triple- 
antigen"  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  because  of  its  effectiveness  and 
also  because  it  reduces  the  number  of  injections  from  nine  to  only  three.  For 
the  time  being  "combined"  vaccines  however  are  not  advised  during  the 
poliomyelitis  season  owing  to  the  risk  of  the  injection  provoking  an  attack 
in  cases  who  have  already  been  injected  with  the  poliomye litis  virus  though 
not  necessarily  manifesting  symptoms  of  the  disease.  For  six  months  in  the 
Year,  therefore,  (April  to  September)  combined  antigens  are  withheld,  although 
single  antigens  may  be  administered.  The  majority  prefer  to  wait  until  the 
restriction  is  removed. 

During  the  Year  231  children  between  the  ages  of  one  to  six  were 
immunised.  Of  these,  126  received  courses  of  "triple"  antigen  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  103  received  the  "combined"  antigen 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  only;  and  only  2  had  diphtheria  toxoid 
alone.  10  children  only  had  "booster"  doses  of  diphtheria  toxoid. 

In  addition,  40  children  under  15  Years  of  age  and  25  persons  over 
15,  had  courses  of  tetanus  toxoid. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1 943  -  3 , 91 9  children  of  school 
age  have  been  protected  against  diphtheria  by  inoculation  and,  of  these,  1,391 
have  received  "booster"  doses  after  admission  to  school. 
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SANITARY  C IR CUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


(The  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector) 


Water.  -  The  Eastern  Gas  Board  serve  water  to  all  the  properties  within  the 

Urban  District  by  a  piped  supply.  The  collecting  ground,  pumping  station  and 
reservoirs  are  situated  in  the  Sheringham  Woods,  a  situation  which  is  isolated 
and  enclosed  approximately  half-a-mile  South  of  the  Town. 

The  water  is  derived: - 

(a)  Prom  springs  situated  within  the  collecting  grounds  and  stored  in 
reservoirs. 

(b)  Prom  two  deep  wells  sunk  in  chalk  approximately  400  feet  deep.  The 
water  is  pumped  into  a  reservoir  at  a  higher  level  to  supply  by 
gravitation  the  high-lying  parts  of  the  Town. 

(i)  (a)  Quality  of  Water.  -  On  behalf  of  the  Eastern  Gas  Board,  the  Counties 

Public  Health  Laboratory  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examinations 
and  half-yearly  chemical  analysis  of  the  treated  water  as  supplied  in  this 
Urban  District  during  the  period  under  review,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  of 
a  very  high  standard  of  purity.  Certificates  giving  the  result  of  these 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  are  exhibited  in  the  Showroom  of 
the  Eastern  Gas  Board's  premises  in  Sheringham,  for  the  perusal  of  the 
general  public.  Chlorine  residue  tests  are  carried  out  daily  on  the  Spring 
and  Well  waters,  both  treated  and  untreated, 

(b)  Quantity  of  Water.  -  The  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the  Urban 
District  is  sufficient  for  all  purposes  during  dry  weather.  The  quantity  of 
water  obtained  from  the  various  springs  naturally  varies  a  little  during  the 
Summer  and  dry  weather,  but  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  wells  varies  little 
however  much  it  is  pimped  and  has  never  shown  signs  of  failing, 

(ii)  The  water  supplied  within  the  Urban  District  is  not  liable  to  plumbo- 

solvent  action,  as  the  p,He  Reaction  of  the  water  is  neutral  or  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality.  All  the  water  servi.ce  pipes  are  laid  on  in 
galvanised  wrought  iron. 

(iii)  No  action  has  been  found  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  of 
the  water  supply. 

(iv)  (a)  Number  of  dwelling-houses  supplied  direct  from  public 

water  mains  .  1 ,734.

Drainage  and  Sewer aye.  -  The  Urban  District  is  sewered  throughout  with  a  system 
needing  improvement  as  it  is  not  capable  of  dealing  with  excessive  and  sudden 
rainfall. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  schemes  for:- 

(a)  The  provision  of  a  24”  dia,  C.I,  pipe  Sea  outfall  36 7  yards  long  to 
replace  the  present  defective  and  worn-out  outfall  pipe,  and 

(b)  Relieving  the  main  sewers  at  points  of  surcharge. 

A  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Public  Inquiry  on  the 
above  schemes  was  held  in  Sheringham  on  the  5th0  of  February,  1958,  resulting  in 
the  Minister  requiring  further  float  tests  in  connection  with  scheme  (a),  which 
are  to  be  carried  out  during  the  Summer  of  1959,  Scheme  (b)  is  to  be  held  in 
abeyance  until  after  the  completion  of  scheme  (a). 
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3.  Rivers  and  Streams.  -  One  stream  runs  through,  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not 

been  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the  period  to  check  pollution. 

4.  (a)  Closet  Accommodation.  -  All  houses,  excepting  three  unfit  houses,  in  the 

Urban  District  are  connected  to  the  sewer  and  have  modern  type  water  closets. 

(b)  Public  Cleansing.  -  House  refuse  bins  are  emptied  onet,  weekly  and  two 

motor  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  in  this  service.  It  is  found 
necessary  in  the  Summer  months  to  make  twice  weekly  collections  of  refuse 
from  boarding  houses  and  hotels.  House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  method 
of  controlled  tipping  on  a  site  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District. 

(c)  Schools ♦  -  The  Schools  are  of  a  modem  type,  the  water  supply  and  sanitary 

conditions  being  quite  satisfactory. 

(d)  Premises  and  Occupations  Controlled  by  Byelaws.  -  There  is  no  Common 
Lodging  House  or  Offensive  Trade  in  the  Urban  District.

Forty-three  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  have  been  taken  during  the 
period  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council  Medical  Officer's  Department, 
from  the  Sheringham  premises  and  vehicles  of  East  Coast  Dairies 
Ltd,,  and  all  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 

Ice  Cream.  -  Eighteen  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  period 
from  Retailers  in  the  Urban  District  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Norwich,  for  bacteriological  examination,  resulting 
in  seventeen  samples  being  Provisional  Grade  I,  and  one  sample 
Provisional  Grade  II.

(c)  Nutrition.  -  No  special  work  in  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  on  this 

subject  has  been  considered  necessary. 

(d)  Shellfish.  -  No  shellfish  are  gathered  within  the  area  of  the  Urban 

District. 

(e)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  -  InspectiorB  of  food  premises  in  the  Urban 

District  have  been  made  and  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  any 
statutory  or  legal  action  in  this  matter. 

(f)  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  eight  butchers1  shops  within  the  Urban  District. 

One  Slaughterhouse  is  licenced  in  the  Urban  District,  which 
is  owned  and  used  by  a  Sheringham  butcher  for  the  supply  of  meat  to 
his  retail  business  in  the  Town,  This  Slaughterhouse  has  satisfactory 
lairage  and  hanging  facilities  for  its  present  use  and  the 
slaughtering  and  dressing  of  carcases  is  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 


Two  Sheringham  butchers  use  a  Slaughterhouse  situate  in  the 
adjoining  Rural  District  for  their  meat  supply s  the  remainder  purchase 
their  meat  from  fresh  meat  wholesalers.
